MUST KEEP DOWN DISCONTENT 


Suspension of Arms Refused. 
Paris, Nov. 8.—The Germ an delegates arrived 
this morning at Marshal Foch’s headquarters and 
are reported positively to have asked for an ar­ 
mistice. 
The text of the allied conditions was read aloud 
and then handed to the enemy delegates. 
The lat­ 
ter asked immediate suspension of arms, which 
was refused. 
The Germans, it is stated, have seventy-two 
hours in which to reply. 
The enemy representatives 
arrived at the 
meeting place designated by Foch last night and 
spent the night in a house which had been prepared 
for them there. 
They proceeded to Foch’s tem ­ 
porary headquarters this morning.

invests the messages with a mildness 
which has exposed our attitude as a 


n a t i o n to the critieisins ol‘ the over- 
zealous. 
Thc>( critics havp overlooked the 
real nature of the German proposals. 
1 hey were a carefully prepared but 
fairly obvious snare. 
The Prussian diplomat hojK*d for 
one of two alternatives: the 
p r e s i­ 
dent would either demand reparation 
to the last penny, or he would agree 
to an armistice. If he did the former 
the German government could easily 
interpret the reply to the masses as 
a 
proof of allied 
rapacity; 
they 
could quote the stupendous figures 
tabulating the Belgium and Serbian I 
indemnities, and with a very 
little 
verbal jugglery convince their 
fol­ 


low ing that their only 
hope lay m 
fighting to the last cartridge. 
Such 
j an answer would solidify 
the 
haif 
disintegrated elements in German 
politics. 
If the president had agreed to an 
armistice it would not only have es 
tranged France and England from u 
but it would have given Germany the 
respite she needed to establish new 
| lines of defense. 
Deported 
Freneh 
| and Belgian captives 
digging her 
trenches and making her munitions 
r** 
could be sweated for many 
week 
while plenipotentiaries asked freak 
riddles across a table. 
Instead, the president 
aimed at 
discrediting the German high com 
mand and the oligarchy of Potsdam. 
The populace are invited to forsake 
the guidance which gives them mili­ 
tary power while it 
keeps 
them in 
quasi-servitude. 
They 
are 
not 
threatened 
with 
indemnities—jus; 
yet. 
But we need not concern ourselves 
with 
the 
question of 
reparation. 
Though it is not raised 
just 
now 
there is no doubt about its introduc­ 
tion 
at 
the 
conference. 
Belgian 
plenipotentiaries 
will 
lie 
there. 
Freneh representatives—with 
long 
memories—will present a few oxer- 
ci.-es 
;.u 
scientific 
bookkeeping. 
Your Uncle Sam will also find time 
to rake up a few bygones, and the 
passenger list of the Lusitania will 
not be the only document in his port­ 
folio. 
Germany may have a place at the 
conference table—or under 
it—but 
she will do most of the listening.
